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(57) Abstract: Disclosed is an optical film which hardly causes blurring of images and lowering of contrast and is suitable for 
an anti-glare processing. Also disclosed is a method for producing such an optical film. Specifically disclosed is an optica] film 
comprising a transparent base and a coating layer which is formed on at least one surface of the base and composed of a transparent 
resin and transparent particles having an average particle size of 0.5-10 fl m which are dispersed in the resin. This optical film is 
characterized in that either of the transparent resin and the transparent particles is composed of an optically anisotropic polymer 
which is a polymer liquid crystal compound with molecular orientation, while the other is composed of an optically isotropic resin. 
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
